1896.  Started  in  a small  way  to  buy  and  sell  coins. 

About  1897.  Vice-President  of  the  Am.  Society  of  Curio  Collectors. 

About  1897.  He  joined  the  A.  N.  A.  His  number  is  145. 

1900.  A full-fledged  dealer  in  Coins,  Medals  and  Paper  Money. 

19  02.  Elected  a member  of  the  American  Numis.  & Arch.  Society  of  N.  Y. 

Early  1900s.  Elected  a Council  Member  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society. 

1905.  Brought  up  at  the  Am.  Numismatic  Society  the  matter  of  a more 
artistic  coinage  for  the  United  States  and  was  appointed  Secretary  of 
the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Society  to  confer  with  President 
Roosevelt  relative  to  improvement  of  the  coinage. 

1905.  Held  his  first  coin  sale  in  New  York  City.  A mail  sale  had  been  held 
previously  in  1903  in  Pittsburgh. 

1907.  Founded  the  New  York  Numismatic  Club,  and  for  several  years  was 
a member  of  the  Council;  later  was  its  Secretary. 
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1907.  Elected  a Fellow  of  The  Royal  Numismatic  Society  of  Great  Britain. 
More  recently.  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  U.  S.  Coins  of  the  Am.  Numis. 

Society,  which  office  he  resigned. 

Editor  of  The  Elder  Monthly. 

Has  made  over  200  Catalogues  of  Coins,  Medals  and  Paper  Money. 

Member  of  The  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society.

Due  to  the  nuisance  of  one-cent  advances  at  auctions  when  prices  are 
under  fifty  cents,  for  one  piece  lots,  we  hereby  revise  our  rules  as  follows, 
which  will  be  strictly  adhered  to  in  every  particular. 

No  lot,  containing  a single  piece  will  be  started  under  10  cents. 

No  advance  under  five  cents  will  be  accepted  on  any  lot  containing  one 
piece.  This  means  bids  like  11c  and  16c  on  single  items  won’t  be  available. 

Advances  of  5c  will  be  accepted  on  single  piece  lots  up  to  S2.00.  After 
the  lot  has  reached  $2.00  an  advance  of  ten  cents  only  will  be  accepted. 

After  a lot  with  a single  item  has  reached  $5.00  no  advance  under  25 
cents  will  be  taken. 

Our  rules  affecting  lots  containing  more  than  one  piece  will  remain  as 
before  and  unchanged. 

The  above  ruling  will  result  in  shorter  coin  sale  sessions  and  the  saving 
of  much  of  your  and  our  valuable  time.  If  you  lose  a few  cents  on  one  lot 
you  make  it  up  on  the  next  one,  thus  the  matter  is  fully  eQualized.  and  the 
proposition  is  entirely  fair  to  everybody. 

We  cannot  describe  any  lot  for  less  than  fifteen  cents,  usually  they  cost 
us  from  25  to  .15  cents  to  describe.  Therefore  it  is  an  imposition  to  bid  5c 
and  Gc  on  a lot  containing  only  one  piece,  and  we  cannot  possibly  stand  for 
It.  Remember  the  cost  of  printing  and  cataloguing  and  clerkship,  every- 
thing is  on  the  upgrade  and  not  going  down.  The  good  old  days  of  catalog 
printing  at  7 5 cents  per  page  will  never  come  again.

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A \V(K\I)ERFl  L WASHINGTON  COLLEC’TION  OF  MEDALS. 

The  late  Wm.  F.  Havemeyer  of  New  York  collected  fine  things  in  the 
way  of  medals  and  his  specialty  was  those  of  the  renowned  George  Wash- 
ington. To  the  cataloguer’s  mind  George  Washington  typifies  everything 
that  is  best  in  Americanism.  His  lofty  mind  and  will  never  faltered  through- 
out those  gloomy  eight  years  of  the  Revolution.  There  were  times  when  any 
other  commander  would  have  given  up  in  despair,  but  not  George  Wash- 
ington. With  ragged,  unpaid  and  unfed  troops  shivering  around  miserable 
fires  in  rude  cabins  at  Valley  Forge  he  shared  their  sufferings  and  trials 
and  came  out  triumphant,  thanks  to  a large  extent  to  Louis  XVI,  King  of 
France,  to  the  great  Lafayette  and  some  thousands  of  French  soldiers  and 
sailors,  ships  and  supplies.  Without  George  Washington  it  might  have  been 
many  years  before  there  came  into  existence  the  United  States  of  America; 
indeed  but  for  him  we  still  might  be  a colonial  dependency.  His  medals  are 
found  in  great  variety  dating  from  the  very  year  of  his  death  to  the  present. 
Baker  has  treated  the  series  exhaustively  but  the  list  ceases  at  the  date  of 
publication  of  his  book,  which  was  in  the  early  eighties.  It  would  be  a 
worthy  effort  for  someone  to  take  up  where  Baker  left  off  and  bring  the  list 
of  Washingtonia  down  to  the  present  time.  The  Havemeyer  Collection  is 
remarkable  and  should  attract  wide  attention.  The  Washington  collection 
is  offered  in  two  sessions  in  this  catalogue.  Don’t  miss  it. 


P.YTRONIZE  AMERICAN  COIN  DEALERS. 

Nobody  questions  the  thorough  training  of  the  European  dealers,  and 
the  ones  we  have  met  are  good  fellows  and  popular  with  us.  Nevertheless 
American  coin  dealers,  especially  those  who  have  had  a good  deal  to  say 
about  how  numismatics  could  be  fostered  and  improved  and  more  collectors 
made  in  our  midst,  should  not  overlook  the  point  that  the  very  best  propa- 
gandists for  coin  collecting  are  the  American  coin  dealers,  and  as  such  they 
should  receive  better  support  than  they  have  been  getting  in  the  past.  And 
one  or  two  officials  of  one  or  two  of  the  Societies  could  give  a little  better 
support  to  our  dealers  here.  Everybody  knows — it  is  too  plain  to  need  ar- 
gument— that  if  the  dealers  were  to  be  suddenly  removed  from  collecting 
here  that  coin  collecting  would  abmit  collapse  and  fall  into  evil  days.  Why, 
the  coin  dealers  are  the  very  backbone  of  coin  prices  and  values.  Without 
their  aid  at  sales  the  market  would  be  very  indefinite  and  unstable.  The 
American  dealers  do  have  good  things  in  their  sales,  and  they  do  get  splen- 
did things.  Don’t  listen  to  people  who  tell  you  they  don’t  get  the  kind  of 
stuff  they  want  to  collect.  There  is  little  or  no  excuse  for  such  talk. 
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wanted:  medals  and  tokens  of  benjamin  franklin. 

Mr.  Elder  will  buy  almost  any  Franklin  Medal  or  Token  of  Rarity,  but 
cannot  pay  absurdly  high  prices  for  the  two  or  three  pieces,  which  he  has 
already  seen,  but  which  are  not  in  his  private  collection.  The  best  way  is 
to  make  rubbings  of  any  you  have,  by  placing  the  medal  under  a piece  of 
paper  and  rubbing  it  with  the  top  of  an  indelible  pencil,  and  send  to  us, 
stating  its  metal,  condition  and  price.  The  amateur  must  not  fall  into  the 
error  of  thinking  that  coin  dealers  are  engaged  solely  in  buying  and  selling 
coins  and  medals  for  a livelihood  and  that  their  instincts  are  purely  com- 
mercial .
